ment.

The  members  of  the  Board  all  serve  in  turns  on  the  visit¬ 
ing  committee  for  the  Parental  School  and  the  House  of 
Reformation,  two  members  being  appointed  for  two  months 
in  succession.  They  also  visit  the  children  placed  out  in 
families  and  institutions  at  intervals. 

The  children  under  the  care  of  the  Board  are  classed  as 
follows : 

(a.)  Juvenile  offenders  at  the  House  of  Reformation 
( Rainsf  ord  Island),  and  probationers  therefrom. 

(5.)  Truants  at  the  Parental  School  (West  Roxbury). 

(<?.)  Dependent  and  neglected  children  boarded  or  placed 
free  in  families  (usually  in  the  country),  beside  a  number  in 
the  care  of  schools  for  defectives,  or  other  hospitals  or  insti¬ 
tutions,  not  under  the  management  of  the  Trustees,  where 
they  have  been  placed  for  training  or  hospital  treatment  at 
the  expense  of  this  Department. 

The  total  number  of  children  now  in  the  care  of  the 
Department  is  1,428,  or  29  less  than  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  divided  as  follows :  —

Sixty-five  boys  were  released  on  probation  from  the  House 
of  Reformation  and  31  from  the  Parental  School.  These 
remain  in  charge  of  the  Department,  the  boys  from  the  House 
of  Reformation  in  most  instances  until  their  majority  is 
attained,  and  the  boys  from  the  Parental  School  until  the 
expiration  of  their  term  of  sentence.  Of  the  150  dependent 
and  neglected  children  discharged  IT  died,  (13  of  whom 
were  in  other  institutions  not  directly  in  our  charge,)  also 
one  of  the  45  probationers  from  the  House  of  Reformation 
and  one  boy  while  in  charge  of  the  House  of  Reformation. 


Financial  Statement. 

The  total  net  cost  of  the  Children’s  Institutions  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  was  $1 84, 646.56,  which,  divided  among 
the  whole  average  number  of  children  (1,450),  makes  an 
average  per  capita  expense  of  $1 27.34  for  the  year,  or  #2.44 
per  week. 

An  analysis  of  the  cost  of  the  Placing-Out  and  Office 
Division,  the  Parental  School  and  the  -House  of  Reformation 
is  given  in  tables  2b  to  2g  inclusive. 
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The  net  cost  of  the  Placing-Out  Division  with  its  esti¬ 
mated  share  of  the  Office  expenses  amounted  to  $86, 8 T8. 24 ; 
this  includes  a  credit  of  $406.64  on  account  of  the  increase 
in  the  inventory  of  clothing  on  hand  February  1,  1904,  over 
the  inventory  of  the  year  previous. 

Of  this,  $22,477.53  has  been  paid  for  the  board  of  children 
in  the  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble-Minded,  the 
Baldwinsville  Hospital  Cottages  for  Children,  the  Hospital 
for  Epileptics,  the  Massachusetts  Sanatorium,  and  Long 
Island.  The  remainder,  $64,400.71,  has  been  paid  for  an 
average  of  363  children  boarded  in  families  and  an  average  of 
323  children  in  free  homes.  Taking  together  all  children 
boarded  or  placed  free  in  families  (686),  we  find  the  average 
per  capita  cost  for  the  year  to  be  $93.88,  or  $1.82  per  week. 

The  total  net  cost  of  caring  for  the  juvenile  offenders  was 
$42,977.12,  of  which  $41,550.76  was  used  for  the  House  of 
Reformation,  including  the  estimated  share  of  office  expenses 
($300.00),  making  an  average  per  capita  cost  for  each  boy 
actually  in  the  Institution  (133)  $312.41  for  the  year,  or 
$5.99  per  week. 

The  remainder,  $1,426.36,  represents  the  amount  expended 
on  the  visitation  of  the  boys  on  probation  in  their  own  homes 
and  homes  in  the  country,  and  the  clothing  furnished  by  the 
Placing-Out  Division  to  some  of  these  boys  when  going  to 
the  country.  Taking  together  all  the  juvenile  offenders, 
both  in  the  House  of  Reformation  and  on  probation,  (an 
average  of  358,)  the  average  cost  per  capita  for  the  year  was 
$120.05,  or  $2.30  per  week. 

The  total  net  cost  of  the  Parental  School,  including  an 
estimated  share  of  the  office  expenses  was  $54,384.56,  mak¬ 
ing  the  average  per  capita  cost  for  each  boy  in  the  Institu¬ 
tion  (236)  for  the  year,  $230.87,  or  $4.43  per  week.

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HOUSE  OF  REFORMATION. 

Trustees’  Report. 

The  eleven  acres  of  Rainsford  Island  afford  but  scanty 
room  for  a  reform  school  with  131  boys  and  32  officers  and 
teachers.  The  crowded  dormitories  and  school  houses, 
the  miniature  farm,  mostly  placed  on  steep  hillsides,  the 
limited  playground  and  the  inflammable  buildings  are  ill- 
fitted  for  their  purpose. 

Nevertheless,  good  order  prevails  on  the  Island  and  there 
is  an  air  of  cheerfulness.  The  boys  are  interested  in  their 
studies  and  work,  and  there  have  been  no  runaways  for 
several  years. 

Boys  in  the  School. 

During  this  year  89  boys  have  been  admitted  and  77 
discharged,  leaving  the  whole  number  now  in  the  school  131, 
a  larger  number  than  has  been  found  on  the  Island  at  the 
close  of  any  year  since  1898. 

It  is  a  great  gain  that  this  year  only  9  boys  have  been 
committed  for  non-payment  of  fines  as  against  36  last  year 
and  20  in  the  preceding  year.  Boys  committed  to  the  Insti¬ 
tution  for  short  periods  (this  year  always  for  eight  days) 
because  their  parents  can  not  or  will  not  pay  a  small  fine,  are 
not  likely  to  be  improved  and  may  be  injured  by  this  short 
stay,  and  on  the  other  hand  they  interfere  with  the  regular 
routine  of  the  schools. 

Boys  on  Probation  and  Returned  from  Probation. 

Sixty-five  boys  were  released  on  probation  and  1 2  returned 
from  probation  for  various  reasons  (Table  No.  11),  the  corre¬ 
sponding  numbers  for  last  year  being  58  and  8,  making  the 
balance  remaining  outside  a  little  more  favorable  this  year 
than  last,  that  is,  53  against  50.  The  average  age  at  release 
on  probation  was  practically  the  same  in  each  year,  namely,  a 
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few  days  less  than  sixteen  years  (Table  No.  9).  As  ex¬ 
plained  in  the  Superintendent’s  report  the  release  of  twelve 
boys  who  had  been  in  the  school  for  three  years  or  more 
raises  materially  the  average  length  of  stay  of  those  who 
have  been  released,  although  just  as  many  were  also  released 
after  a  short  stay  as  in  the  preceding  year  (Table  No.  10). 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  of  these  boys  placed  on  proba¬ 
tion  in  this  and  former  years  are  not  yet  discharged,  and  are 
still  followed  by  the  Special  Agent  (Table  No.  13),  and  it  is 
interesting  to  see  in  what  a  variety  of  occupations  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  ninety-six  of  them  are  working,  (Table  No.  14)  : 
in  trades,  53;  shoe-shops,  18;  other  factories,  18;  in  stores 
and  markets,  30;  unclassified,  T7. 

Of  the  boys  that  are  directly  under  the  supervision  of  this 
agent  in  charge  of  the  boys  on  probation  in  their  homes  and 
in  other  homes  (Table  No.  12),  that  is,  not  in  other  institu¬ 
tions,  about  one-half  are  doing  well,  about  one-quarter  are 
doing  fairly  well,  while  the  other  quarter  are  not  doing  well 
at  present,  and  are  always  under  supervision  with  a  view  to 
returning  them  to  the  School  if  their  probation  proves  to  be 
a  failure. 

The  Trustees  are  not  prepared  to  ask  for  any  additions  to 
the  buildings  or  to  spend  any  more  money  for  permanent 
improvements  at  Rainsford  Island,  except  in  cases  of  pres¬ 
sing  and  immediate  necessity,  on  account  of  the  inadequacy  of 
the  Island  for  the  purposes  of  a  Reform  School,  and  in  the 
hope  that  the  city  government  will  before  long  accept  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  to  provide  a  Reform  School  on  the  main¬ 
land  authorized  by  the  General  Court,  in  Chap.  359  of  the 
Acts  of  1901. 

Not  only  do  the  unsuitable  buildings  and  the  limited  areas 
of  the  island  prevent  the  best  work  with  the  boys,  but 
actually  make  it  necessary  to  spend  more  money  than  would 
be  necessary  under  more  favorable  conditions. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
HOUSE  OF  REFORMATION. 


Boston,  February  1,  1904. 

To  the  Trustees  for  Children:  — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  this  Institu¬ 
tion  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1904. 

On  February  1,  1903,  there  were  118  boys  in  the 
House  of  Reformation,  committed  during  their  minority,  and 
1  boy  for  non-payment  of  fine.  During  the  year,  89  boys 
have  been  committed.  Of  this  number  9  were  committed 
for  non-payment  of  fines.  During  the  same  period  65  boys 
have  been  released  on  probation,  6  44  fine  ”  boys  disci  larged 
at  expiration  of  sentence,  4  by  payment  of  fines,  1  by  trans¬ 
fer  to  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory,  and  there  has  been 
one  death.  The  largest  attendance  was  146,  from  Novem¬ 
ber  12th  to  14th,  and  November  24th  ;  the  smallest  was  118, 
from  February  10th  to  13th,  and  20th  to  25th,  and  March 
6th  to  14th.  The  total  number  in  the  Institution  January 
31,  1904,  was  131,  all  committed  during  minority. 

The  past  year  has  been  remarkable  in  the  number  of  boys 
released  on  probation  who  had  been  in  the  Institution  for 
long  periods ;  no  less  than  seven  being  released  who  had  been 
here  three  years  and  over,  four,  four  years  and  over,  and  one 
nearly  six  years  and  a  half.  This,  with  the  decreased 
number  of  boys  committed  for  non-payment  of  fines,  has  in¬ 
creased  the  average  time  by  months  which  a  boy  stays  here 
by  9.61  over  last  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table 
No.  10  in  the  Appendix. 

The  increase  in  salaries  recommended  in  last  year’s  report 
was  granted  the  first  of  the  year,  and  we  have  had  no 
changes  in  the  roster  of  officers  during  the  year.  This  is  a 
decided  improvement  over  former  years,  when  there  were 
many  changes. 

The  much-needed  coal  shed,  the  building  of  which  we 
were  negotiating  for  at  the  making  of  our  last  report,  was 
completed  in  July.  This  has  supplied  a  long-felt  want  and 
is  a  great  improvement  over  the  method  we  were  forced  to 
adopt  heretofore,  of  storing  the  coal  in  the  open,  where  it 
was  exposed  to  the  elements  and  its  value  as  fuel  decreased 
day  by  day. 
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New  quarters  for  the  night  watchmen  were  finished  in  one 
of  the  converted  booths,  and  moved  into  in  July,  and  the  old 
and  unsightly  building  formerly  occupied  by  them  razed,  and 
the  ground  graded  during  the  month. 

The  usual  repairs  about  the  building  have  been  made  from 
time  to  time,  and  it  has  been  our  aim  to  have  everything 
kept  clean  and  orderly  at  all  times.  The  boys  participate  in 
this  work  with  the  aim  to  inculcate  such  principles  of  order 
and  cleanliness  as  must  be  of  benefit  to  them  in  their  future 
life. 

A  military  drill  was  commenced  June  1  to  ascertain  its 
value  to  our  boys  before  establishing  it  as  a  permanent  feat¬ 
ure  of  our  work.  Three  companies  have  been  organized  and 
drilled  three  times  each  week,  weather  permitting.  The 
healthy  interest  taken  in  the  drill,  the  improved  appearance 
of  the  boys  individually  and  ensemble,  the  lessons  in  preci¬ 
sion  and  obedience  gained,  lead  me  to  recommend  that  the 
drill  be  established  on  a  permanent  basis. 

The  school  classes,  of  which  there  are  five,  are  in  charge 
of  Principal  James  I).  Russell  and  his  assistants,  the  Misses 
Eddy,  Titus,  Farrell  and  Egan.  Mr.  Russell  fills  the  vacan¬ 
cy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Phelan  on  November 
12th,  who  left  to  accept  a  position  as  Sub-Master  in  the  Bos¬ 
ton  schools.  Mr.  Russell  has  the  interests  of  the  boys  at 
heart,  and  although  he  succeeds  an  unusually  successful  man 
in  our  work,  we  look  forward  to  no  falling-off  in  the  high 
standard  so  far  maintained. 

Two  sessions  of  school  have  been  held  regularly  except 
during  July  and  August,  when  one  session  of  “Summer 
School  ”  was  held  each  morning.  Two  periods  a  week  have 
been  devoted  to  Sloyd  by  each  class  throughout  the  year, 
and  the  work  done  has  received  much  favorable  comment. 
Many  of  the  more  advanced  boys  have  done  excellent  work 
in  inlaid  work,  carving,  pyrographic  decoration  of  tabourets, 
chairs,  etc. 

The  increased  number  of  boys  has  made  it  necessary  to 
have  one  more  class  than  last  year.  Individual  work  on  the 
part  of  each  pupil  has  been  encouraged,  and  promotion  made 
according  to  his  standing  and  needs.  Merely  mechanical 
and  routine  methods  have  been  avoided,  and  an  effort  to 
bring  out  and  develop  individual  tastes  and  characteristics 
has  been  made. 

The  evenings  have  been  devoted  to  special  individual 
instruction  where  necessary,  letter-writing  to  parents, 
instruction  in  vocal  music,  reading,  lectures,  games  and 
entertainments. 
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The  Shoemaking  Department  has  employed  an  average  of 
eighteen  boys  during  the  year,  and  the  quantity,  but  more 
especially  the  quality,  of  work  turned  out  is  highly  com¬ 
mendable.  These  boys  have  made  shoes  and  slippers  for 
our  Institution,  as  well  as  for  the  Parental  School  and  the 
Placing-Out  Division,  besides  doing  a  large  amount  of  repair¬ 
ing.  Many  boys  become  adept  in  handling  the  various 
machines  in  this  department,  and  as  all  are  of  the  most  mod¬ 
ern  types,  employment  is  readily  procured  for  them  upon 
their  release. 

The  Printing  Department  has  employed  an  average  of 
fourteen  boys.  The  work  here  is  always  high  grade,  and 
the  instruction  invaluable  to  those  who  are  so  fortunate  as 
to  receive  it.  These  boys  do  most  of  the  printing  used  in 
the  different  Divisions  of  the  Children’s  Institutions  Depart¬ 
ment,  including  the  Annual  Report. 

In  the  Sewing  Room  an  average  of  twelve  boys  have  found 
employment.  Under  the  direction  of  the  seamstress  they 
have  made  1,671  new  garments  and  pieces,  and  repaired 
6,329  garments  and  pieces,  and  3,811  pairs  of  stockings. 

The  work  on  the  farm  has  been  carried  on  in  the  usual 
manner.  The  long  period  of  wet  weather  in  the  late  spring 
ruined  most  of  the  crops  then  in,  and  much  had  to  be  replant¬ 
ed.  The  season  was  not  a  highly  productive  one,  yet  we 
raised  all  of  the  garden  truck  used  in  the  season.  Pneu¬ 
monia  attacked  the  hogs  in  the  winter  and  many  succumbed 
before  we  were  able  to  check  the  disease. 

The  usual  classes  in  athletics  and  gymnastics  have  been 
regularly  conducted  by  the  Physical  Director.  The  summer 
holidays  have  been  observed  with  athletic  and  field  sports, 
and  daily  swimming  baths  in  the  ocean  during  the  summer 
have  been  given. 

The  health  of  the  boys  has  been  generally  good,  but  six 
cases  having  required  hospital  treatment.  There  has  been 
one  death.  Information  in  detail  is  contained  in  the  report 
of  the  resident  physician,  which  is  appended,  as  is  also  that 
of  Drs.  E.  P.  Wentworth  and  E.  A.  Leonard,  who  have 
had  charge  of  the  dental  work. 

Religious  services  have  been  conducted  in  the  chapel 
every  Sunday  by  Rev.  William  B.  Toulmin  for  the  Prot¬ 
estant  boys,  and  by  Rev.  William  J.  Ritchley,  S.J.,  for  the 
Catholic  boys.  A  Sunday  School  for  the  Catholic  boys  has 
been  conducted  in  the  class  rooms  by  teachers  who  kindly  have 
volunteered  their  services.  Father  Ritchley  has  also  visited 
us  regularly  to  hear  confessions  and  give  spiritual  advice  to 
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the  boys.  Mr.  Myer  Bloomfield,  of  the  Civic  Service  House, 
has  had  charge  of  the  services  for  the  Hebrew  boys. 

I  wish  to  thank  those  friends  who  have  so  kindly  given  us 
their  services  in  entertaining  the  boys  and  to  assure  them 
that  their  kindness  is  sincerely  appreciated ;  also,  those  who 
have  contributed  magazines  and  other  literature  during  the 
year. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  my  subordinates  for  their 
hearty  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  Institution,  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  kindly  interest  and  assistance 
always  accorded  my  work.

House  of  Reformation ,  Rainsford  Island :  — 

In  addition  to  our  regular  operations  we  have  tried  a 
thorough  cleansing  of  the  teeth  of  every  boy ;  at  the  same 
time  removing  any  calcareous  deposits.  This  has  been  done 
twice  during  the  year.  Nearly  all  the  boys  take  an  active 
interest  in  this  portion  of  the  work,  which  is  continued  once 
a  day  at  least,  with  the  result  that  a  much  healthier  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  dental  and  contiguous  tissue  is  noted.

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PARENTAL  SCHOOL  — (THE  TRUANT  SCHOOL 
OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON). 

Trustees’  Report. 

The  opening  of  the  three  new  cottages  has  made  it  possible 
to  remove  90  of  the  150  and  more  boys  who  for  two  or  three 
years  had  over-filled  the  Curtis  building  and  overflowed  into 
the  hospital.  There  is  now  much  less  danger  of  a  wide¬ 
spread  epidemic  disease  because  any  cottage  in  which  a  con¬ 
tagious  disease  occurs  can  be  quarantined  against  the  rest  of 
the  School  until  danger  of  contagion  has  passed.  From 
sixty  to  seventy,  however,  are  still  housed  in  the  Curtis 
building,  a  number  too  large  for  the  best  work.  There  are 
now,  in  addition  to  this,  two  cottages  holding  forty  boys  each 
and  three  holding  thirty  each.  In  these  cottages  the  boys  live 
almost  as  if  members  of  a  large  family,  meeting  the  boys 
of  the  other  families  mainly  at  the  graded  school.  The  boys 
are  interested  and  orderly  and  seldom  run  away,  though 
they  would  find  little  difficulty  in  so  doing.  A  large  amount 
of  work  has  been  done  by  the  boys  beside  the  regular  work 
of  each  house ;  much  of  the  road-building  and  grading  around 
the  new  cottages  having  been  left  to  them  of  necessity.  The 
amount  of  work  done  is  the  more  remarkable  in  that  the 
average  age  of  the  boys  is  under  twelve  years.  Beside  this 
the  boys  have  had  vegetable  and  flower  gardens.  They  have  . 
also  been  active  in  games. 

The  school  work  has  been  creditable  as  usual  and  the  > 
exhibition  of  school  work,  including  drawing,  sloyd,  basket- 
work,  etc.,  prepared  for  the  St.  Louis  Fair  makes  an  excellent 
showing. 

R  ECOMMEND  ATIONS. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  of 
erecting  a  suitable  building  for  a  graded  school,  with  a  hall 
large  enough  to  assemble  all  the  boys  at  one  time ;  also  a  new 
barn  to  replace  the  old  barn,  which  is  falling  to  pieces ;  also 
a  coal  shed.  Some  grading  is  also  a  pressing  need.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 

PARENTAL  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Trustees  for  Children :  — 

In  accordance  with  your  requirement  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1904. 

The  following  statistics  present  a  partial  summary  of 
tables  contained  elsewhere  in  this  volume.

Average  age  of  boys  committed,  11  years,  8  months,  18  days. 
Average  time  spent  in  the  School  by  boys  discharged  and  re¬ 
leased  during  the  year,  13  months,  7  days. 

One  matter  worthy  of  mention  is  the  fact  that  the  average 
membership  was  235.8,  eight  more  than  the  average  for  the 
previous  year,  even  though  for  this  year  the  number  of  com¬ 
mitments  was  31  less  and  the  number  of  discharges  and 
releases  was  7  greater  than  for  the  previous  year.  This 
seeming  discrepancy  is  accounted  for  chiefly  by  the  fact  that 
the  average  time  spent  in  the  School  by  boys  discharged  and 
released  during  the  year  was  37  days  longer  than  the  corres¬ 
ponding  average  of  the  year  before,  and  longer  than  the 
average  for  any  other  year  since  the  establishment  of  the 
School. 

HEALTH. 

In  general,  the  health  of  the  boys  has  been  good.  We 
have  been  free  from  epidemics  and  have  had  very  few  cases 
of  serious  sickness.  For  details,  I  would  refer  you  to  the 
medical  report,  which  is  both  complete  and  comprehensive. 

WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

The  work  of  the  schools  in  charge  of  eight  grade  teachers 
and  two  sloyd  teachers,  has  been  the  same  substantially  as 
in  the  previous  year. 
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The  old  sloyd  room  which  was  occupied  a  number  of 
years  was  closed  at  the  end  of  the  summer  term,  and  at  the 
beginning"  of  the  fall  term  was  opened  the  new  sloyd  room  in 
the  basement  of  Hart  Cottage,  thoroughly  equipped  with 
new  tools  and  benches. 

There  being  no  vacation  school  in  the  summer  much  of 
the  boys’  time  was  occupied  in  gardening,  grading,  and  road¬ 
building.  While  this  work,,  as  conducted,  had  not  the  edu¬ 
cative  value  of  work  usually  done  in  vacation  schools,  never¬ 
theless  their  time  was  profitably  employed,  and  the  out-door 
work  was  doubtless  more  conducive  to  good  health  and 
physical  development  than  studying  and  working  in  hot  and 
ill-ventilated  rooms. 

WORK  OUT  OF  SCHOOL. 

With  the  opening  of  the  three  new  cottages  came  a  large 
increase  in  the  amount  of  work  required  of  the  boys,  and  it 
has  been  often  a  difficult  matter,  and  at  times  an  impossibil¬ 
ity  to  do  the  work  that  should  be  done.  It  requires  a  great 
amount  of  labor  to  keep  in  presentable  condition  eight  large 
buildings  besides  the  two  school  buildings,  to  do  the  neces¬ 
sary  work  in  the  kitchens,  the  dormitories,  the  bakery,  the 
laundry,  the  boiler-room,  on  the  grounds  and  in  the  gardens. 
And  though  a  large  part  of  this  work  necessarily  devolves 
upon  boys  whose  average  age  is  under  twelve  years  and 
some  of  whom  are  even  too  young  to  work,  we  aim  to  guard 
each  boy  from  overwork  and  to  give  him  enough  play  to 
keep  him  in  good  spirits  and  in  good  physical  condition. 

RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Catholic  boys  have  attended  St.  Theresa’s  church ; 
the  Protestant  boys,  the  South  Evangelical  church ;  and  the 
Hebrew  boys  have  received  instruction  from  Mr.  Philip 
Rubenstein  and  Mr.  Isaac  Abelson.  The  helpfulness  and 
devotion  of  those  who  have  given  so  unselfishly  of  their  time 
and  energy  to  the  religious  instruction  of  the  boys  is  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledged. 

ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Besides  the  concerts  and  other  entertainments  in  their  re¬ 
spective  churches,  two  entertainments,  consisting  of  recita¬ 
tions  and  music,  were  given  by  Harvard  students.  The  mas¬ 
ters  of  O’Brien,  Phillips,  and  Hart  arranged  entertainments 
for  their  several  cottages.  Mr.  Meyer  Bloomfield  delivered  an 
excellent  Memorial  Day  address  to  the  boys,  and  Mr.  Dudley 
Prescott  gave  a  delightful  entertainment  on  Christmas  Day. 
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SPORTS  AND  CONTESTS. 

In  addition  to  their  usual  daily  games  and  plays,  the  boys 
enjoyed  swimming  nearly  every  day  during  the  summer,  and 
the  several  cottage  baseball  teams  played  a  series  of  games 
for  the  championship  of  the  School.  On  Memorial  Day, 
Bunker  Hill  Day,  and  Fourth  of  July,  we  had  field  and  track 
sports,  and  contests  in  speaking,  singing,  whistling,  dancing, 
tumbling,  and  harmonica  playing.  In  the  evening  of  July 
Fourth  we  had  fireworks. 

THE  NEW  COTTAGES. 

The  three  new  cottages  were  first  occupied  as  follows: 
Hart,  April  18;  Quincy,  April  27 ;  Collins,  May  16. 

The  relief  from  the  long-continued  congestion  in  Curtis 
Cottage,  caused  by  withdrawing  ninety  boys  to  occupy  the 
new  cottages,  was  very  marked,  and,  as  would  be  expected, 
there  at  once  resulted  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
discipline,  the  boys  were  more  contented,  and  the  relations 
between  the  boys  and  their  respective  masters  became  more 
natural  and  harmonious. 

OUR  NEEDS. 

At  present  our  chief  needs  are  but  the  same  as  have 
existed  for  a  number  of  years  and  have  been  pointed  out 
on  many  previous  occasions.  Nevertheless,  they  are  too 
important  and  too  urgent  to  let  pass  without  mention  here. 

A  new  school  building  is  greatly  needed,  one  which  shall 
contain,  besides  class-rooms,  several  manual  training  rooms 
and  a  hall  where  all  the  boys  may  assemble  for  entertainments 
and  general  school  exercises. 

A  new  barn  is  another  pressing  need.  The  present  build¬ 
ing  is  very  much  out  of  repair,  and,  as  a  matter  of  simple 
economy,  the  expense  necessary  to  keep  this  old  building  in 
safe  condition  and  to  make  it  presentable  in  appearance  would 
better  be  applied  to  the  cost  of  a  new  building. 

To  the  Trustees,  officers,  and  teachers  I  tender  my  sincere 
thanks  for  kind  treatment,  loyal  support,  and  hearty  co-oper¬ 
ation.

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MEDICAL  REPORT. 


D.  P.  Dame,  Superintendent:  — 

During  the  past  year  a  careful  record  has  been  taken  of  the 
physical  condition  of  every  boy  entering  the  School.  The 
total  number  of  cases  treated  at  the  School  hospital  was 
675:  —  269  as  hospital  patients,  the  remainder  as  out¬ 
patients. 

Fortunately,  no  epidemic  and  no  deaths  have  occurred  in 
the  School. 

Each  boy  on  entering  has  had  a  careful  record  taken  of  his 
physical  condition.  Subsequent  examinations  have  repeated¬ 
ly  shown  improved  development  and  bodily  health  of  the  in¬ 
dividual  boy,  undoubtedly  due  to  systematic  mode  of  living 
and  good  hygienic  surroundings.  In  several  instances  in 
which  parents  suspected  their  children  of  losing  weight,  I,  at 
your  suggestion,  examined  them  from  week  to  week  for  a 
considerable  time  and  found  the  boys  steadily  gaining  in 
weight  in  each  case. 

This  year  special  blanks  have  been  provided  for  keeping 
the  clinical  records  of  patients  in  the  hospital,  and  also  a 
daily  report  has  been  sent  to  the  visiting  physician. 

Dr.  Stone  operated  on  one  case  of  fistula  and  Dr.  Stevens 
did  six  throat  operations  during  the  year.  Two  cases  were 
sent  to  the  City  Hospital  for  operation,  one  for  tendon  sut¬ 
ure,  and  the  other  for  appendicitis.  One  case  of  measles  was 
also  admitted  to  the  South  Department. 

Special  thanks  are  due  the  physicians  of  the  Visiting  Staff, 
who  have  always  cheerfully  responded  to  every  call,  and 
given  a  generous  amount  of  their  time.

DENTAL  REPORT. 


Mr.  D.  P.  Dame,  Superintendent: — 1 

W e  have  thought  this  year,  when  so  many  of  the  boys  stay 
but  a  short  period  at  the  institution,  that  a  lesson  in  cleans¬ 
ing  the  teeth  would  be  beneficial  as  well  as  practical. 

In  June  and  also  in  January  we  cleansed  the  teeth  of 
every  boy  in  the  institution,  using  a  tooth  powder  we  had 
prepared. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  masters,  the  boys  each 
have  a  tooth  brush  and  cleanse  their  teeth  once  a  day,  using 
the  powder  once  each  week. 

Many  of  these  boys  have  not  had  the  service  of  a  dentist, 
and  often  at  the  chair  during  operation  stories  of  why  his 
teeth  are  in  such  condition,  the  meaning  of  caries,  the  why  of 
the  preparation  and  sterilizing  the  cavity,  then  the  filling 
and  consequent  comfort,  serve  to  interest  him  so  that  any 
following  visits  are  considered  a  not  unpleasant  diversion 
from  school  duties. 

We  desire  to  express  to  you  our  appreciation  for  many 
favors ;  also,  to  the  officers  and  Hospital  Matron  for  their 
assistance.

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PLACING-OUT  DEPARTMENT. 

Trustees’  Report. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  overestimate  the  value  to  the 
community  of  the  Placing-Out  Department,  which  cares  for 
about  800  children.  These  are  for  the  most  part  the  child¬ 
ren  that  are  left  over  by  the  many  private  charitable  socie¬ 
ties  and  homes.  While  some  of  them  come  to  us  in  good 
condition,  many  are  far  below  the  average  in  body  and  mind. 
A  report  from  the  physician  appointed  to  examine  children 
at  the  time  of  admission  gives  an  interesting  account  of  his 
work.  (Page  24). 

By  placing  decidedly  defective  children  in  the  appropriate 
schools  and  hospitals,  we  are  enabled  so  to  handle  the  rest  as 
to  return  them  to  their  parents  or  establish  them  in  the 
community,  for  the  most  part,  as  healthy  and  respectable 
members  thereof ;  for  what  is  true  of  their  physical  is  also 
true  of  their  moral  health. 

Every  year  some  of  the  Trustees,  either  with  or  without 
the  regular  visitor,  visit  country  homes  and  hospitals  where 
children  are  placed-out,  in  order  to  satisfy  themselves  as  to 
the  good  character  of  the  homes  and  the  general  good 
appearance  and  good  health  of  the  children. 

It  is  the  desire  and  policy  of  the  Trustees  to  place  children, 
whenever  possible,  in  families  of  the  same  religious  faith  as 
that  of  their  parents. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  AGENT  FOR  THE 
PLACING-OUT  AND  OFFICE  DIVISION. 


To  the  Trustees  for  Children  of  the  City  of  Boston:  — 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1904.  There  has 
been  no  particular  change  in  the  methods  pursued  during  the 
year,  which  consists  of  the  finding  and  investigating  of 
homes  for  children,  the  visitation  and  care  of  children  so 
placed,  and  the  investigation  of  the  homes  of  children  whose 
admission,  release  or  discharge  is  under  consideration. 

In  the  business  of  the  office  each  case  receives  personal 
attention :  the  hearing  of  statements  of  persons  who  come  to 
the  office  to  procure  or  dispose  of  children,  the  making  of 
permanent  records  of  each  ward  of  the  city,  writing  state¬ 
ments  of  investigations  for  the  release  or  admission  of  child¬ 
ren,  preparing  reports,  correspondence,  providing  and  send¬ 
ing  clothing  to  children  placed  at  board,  and  accompanying 
children  to  and  from  their  homes  in  the  country,  to  hospitals 
and  institutions,  as  well  as  a  variety  of  miscellaneous  work 
incident  to  children  not  recorded. 

HOMES  FOR  CHILDREN. 

We  find  no  scarcity  of  both  free  and  boarding  homes  for 
our  wards.  There  were  on  file  at  the  close  of  the  year  83 
applications  from  families  for  children  to  board  which  could 
not  be  supplied,  85  free  homes  which  required  boys  and  girls 
older  than  we  could  furnish ;  14  between  the  ages  of  three 
and  ten  years,  and  42  between  ten  and  fifteen  years  were 
transferred  from  board  to  indenture  for  the  first  time,  and 
eight  were  adopted. 

In  the  placing  of  children  directly  in  families  it  is  re¬ 
quired  that  they  be  of  the  same  religious  faith  as  the  parents 
of  the  child,  and  when  old  enough  shall  attend  Public  School 
and  Sunday  School  and  church  regularly.  The  clergymen 
and  visitors  see  that  these  rules  are  complied  with. 

VISITS. 

Visits  to  the  number  of  4,249  were  made  to  children  on 
indenture  or  at  board  during  the  year.  (1,173  of  these  visits 
were  made  to  boys  on  probation  from  the  House  of  Reforma- 
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tion  in  their  own  homes  or  on  indenture.)  140  visits  were 
made  to  families  in  search  of  homes,  234  to  homes  of  parents 
and  others  for  whom  application  for  release  or  admission  was 
made. 

Infants  and  delicate  children  when  placed  in  families  are 
under  the  oversight  of  a  trained  nurse. 

The  care  and  supervision  which  is  given  these  children  by 
this  Division  is  direct  and  personal,  and  it  is  intended  to  be 
sufficient  for  their  protection,  control  and  guidance  to  the 
condititions  of  self-support. 

We  have  occasional  visits  from  our  wards  of  former  years, 
boys  and  girls,  who  come  to  tell  us  of  their  successes  and 
reverses  in  life  and  some  for  assistance  or  advice. 

INVESTIGATIONS . 

The  different  classes  under  this  head  are  as  neglects,  de¬ 
pendents,  truants,  boys  sent  to  the  House  of  Reformation,  and 
those  requiring  hospital  care.  Also,  the  investigation  for 
releases  from  the  institutions  or  from  the  Placing-Out  Divi¬ 
sion  to  the  parents.  Out  of  this  has  grown  a  large  personal 
work  which  in  the  case  of  dependents  has  prevented  the 
children  from  becoming  public  charges. 

It  often  occurs  that  the  family  requires  temporary  aid  only, 
and  it  is  therefore  referred  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  or 
some  private  charitable  society  who  will  render  the  necessary 
assistance,  which  results  in  our  being  able  to  save  the  child 
from  becoming  a  public  charge  and  keeping  the  family  intact. 

HEALTH. 

The  general  health  of  the  dependent  and  neglected  child¬ 
ren  in  families  has  been  good.  There  have  been  few  contag¬ 
ious  diseases.  The  deaths  number  seventeen.  Ten  were 
under  three  years  of  age,  three  between  three  and  ten  years, 
and  four  over  that  age.  Thirteen  died  in  hospitals  where 
they  had  been  sent  for  treatment.  One  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  (13T)  required  the  services  of  specialists,  and  were 
brought  from  their  suburban  homes  for  treatment  at  the  Chil¬ 
dren’s,  Massachusetts  General,  and  the  City  Hospitals  and 
the  Massachusetts  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary. 

There  are  at  present  twenty-one  children  in  our  three 
temporary  boarding  homes  near  the  city,  which  are  for  child¬ 
ren  defective  in  intellect,  difficult  to  control  or  receiving 
out-treatment  at  hospitals,  who  remain  there  temporarily  or 
until  a  family  adapted  to  their  needs  is  found ;  also,  children 
awaiting  admission  to  the  School  for  the  Feeble-minded  at 
Waverley,  the  Hospital  Cottages  for  Epileptics  at  Baldwins- 
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ville  or  other  institutions  are  retained  here  until  a  vacancy 
occurs.  The  number  in  any  one  of  these  homes  never 
exceeds  seven. 

Those  of  school  age  who  are  not  mentally  defective  attend 
public  school  and  Sunday  school. 

The  school  at  Waverley  and  the  Hospital  at  Baldwinsville 
always  have  a  waiting  list,  and  while  they  have  been  ex¬ 
tremely  considerate  they  are  limited  according  to  their  facili¬ 
ties.  We  have  at  present  twenty  children  awaiting  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  former.  The  Superintendent  writes  saying  he 
appreciates  the  urgency  of  these  cases,  and  adds  that  “  we 
are  so  overcrowded  they  will  be  obliged  to  wait  until  our 
new  buildings  are  completed.” 

HOUSE  OF  REFORMATION. 

The  Trade  School  at  the  House  of  Reformation  which  was 
established  in  1895  has  proved  a  benefit  to  the  boys  after 
their  release,  and  our  records  show  that  some  one  hundred 
and  six  (106)  have  found  situations  at  printing  and  shoe¬ 
making  during  the  past  seven  years  in  and  around  this  city 
and  state. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-three  (IT 3)  boys  on  probation 
from  the  House  of  Reformation  in  their  own  homes,  and 
forty-eight  (48)  on  indenture  are  visited  regularly  by  an  agent 
whose  special  work  this  is.  He  assists  those  at  home  in  ob¬ 
taining  employment  and  in  many  other  ways  looking  to  theii 
welfare.  If  they  do  not  do  well  they  are  returned  to  the 
institution. 

Those  on  probation  from  the  Parental  School  are  looked 
after  by  the  truant  officers  who  notify  the  Department  when 
a  boy  has  violated  the  conditions  of  his  release. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  accompanying  statistics,  beginning  on  page  29,  will 
explain  the  workings  of  this  department  during  the  year. 

The  out-growth  of  our  work  has  shown  that  farmers, 
mechanics,  teachers,  doctors,  lawyers,  wives  and  mothers  are 
among  those  who  have  passed  out  of  the  care  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  and  many  are  filling  places  of  trust  and  influence. 

To  the  clergy  throughout  New  England  we  are  indebted 
for  their  kindly  co-operation. 

It  has  been  my  pleasant  privilege  to  visit  two  hundred 
(200)  or  more  of  our  charges  in  families  during  the  year, 
situated  in  Massachusetts,  and  with  few  exceptions  they  were 
all  doing  well. 
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Credit  is  due  my  assistants  for  their  efficiency  and  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Trustees  for  their 
encouragement  and  support  and  for  the  special  interest  they 
have  taken  in  the  work  of  this  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICIAN  APPOINTED  TO 
EXAMINE  NEW  CASES. 

J.  E.  McCarthy,  Esq.,  General  Agent :  — 

Dear  Sir,  —  In  response  to  your  request  I  would  respect¬ 
fully  submit  the  following  report  on  my  work  during  the 
year  ending  January  31,  1904. 

I  have  seen  123  new  cases.  They  seem  to  arrange  them¬ 
selves  naturally  in  the  following  groups : 


1.  Cases  showing  no  evidence  of  serious  past  or 

present  disease  .  .  .  .  .13 

2.  Cases  showing  evidence  of  past  disease  or

Group  1  were  healthy  and  required  nothing  but  simple 
living  in  good  homes. 

Group  2  showed  results  of  previous  disease  or  of  recent 
neglect  of  so  serious  a  character  as  to  demand  special 
precautions  as  to  hygiene  and  general  manner  of  life,  but  as 
a  rule  no  medicine.

Group  3  is  composed  of  those  showing  evidence  of 
present  trouble  sufficient  to  require  medical  treatment  of 
such  a  character  as  might  properly  be  carried  out  in  the 
boarding  homes  to  which  they  were  sent.  After  instituting 
such  treatment  I  have  endeavored  to  keep  in  touch  with 
such  cases  by  means  of  subsequent  conferences  with  the 
official  visitor. 

Group  4  includes  cases  requiring  treatment  for  eye  or 
ear  trouble,  and  a  few  cases  of  skin  disease.  Sometimes  a 
child  comes  to  us  with  signs  suggesting  syphilis  or  a  report 
of  probable  taint  of  this  sort.  It  does  not  seem  justifiable  to 
enter  upon  our  records  such  a  diagnosis  in  a  doubtful  case 
without  consulting  the  best  authority  to  be  obtained  upon 
the  subject. 

In  Group  5  are  certain  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  bones, 
referred  to  us  by  the  City  or  the  Children’s  Hospital  because 
they  required  a  more  protracted  surgical  treatment  than 
could  be  granted  them  at  these  hospitals.  The  climatic 
conditions  at  Long  Island  during  most  of  the  year  are 
especially  favorable  to  these  cases.  Eight  cases,  under  two 
years  of  age,  often  with  an  inheritance  of  tuberculosis  or 
syphilis,  have  come  to  us  suffering  from  marked  debility  with 
diarrhoea  and  vomiting  and  sometimes  bed-sores  —  in  general 
in  a  most  alarming  condition.  They  require  the  constant 
attendance  of  skilled  doctors  and  nurses.  Only  two  such 
have  died.  Several  surgical  operations  have  been  done  there 
with  happy  results,  and  a  few  cases  requiring  rest  in  bed  and 
a  careful  diet,  as  well  as  medical  treatment,  have  been  suc¬ 
cessfully  treated  at  this  hospital. 

Group  6  includes  the  epileptics  and  feeble-minded.  Of 
the  former  three  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  Cottages  at 
Baldwins ville,  four  to  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics  at  Monson, 
and  one  who  became  insane  and  dangerous  was  committed  to 
a  state  hospital  for  insane. 

The  feeble-minded  form  a  large  and  important  group. 
Application  was  made  at  the  School  at  Waverley  for  fifteen 
cases,  of  whom  only  three  were  sufficiently  urgent  to  secure 
immediate  admission,  and  twelve  names  were  added  to  the 
waiting  list.  I  may  say  in  passing  that  many  other  cases 
were  admitted  for  whom  application  had  been  made  in  former 
years.  Two  of  this  year’s  cases  had  been  previously  recom¬ 
mended  by  other  doctors,  two  cases  are  still  too  young  for 
admission,  and  two  other  cases  have  begun  to  improve  so 
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that  they  will  probably  not  need  to  go  there.  It  will  thus 
be  seen  that  it  is  always  necessary  to  have  a  considerable 
number  of  these  cases  boarded  in  families. 

Only  those  who  have  become  familiar  with  the  needs  of 
such  children  can  form  any  adequate  idea  of  the  immense 
demands  made  upon  the  skill  and  patience  of  the  boarding¬ 
house  keeper  to  preserve  an  approach  to  comfort  in  such 
unfortunates,  not  to  mention  the  actual  physical  work  of 
carrying  heavy  paralytics  from  one  room  to  another,  of  feed¬ 
ing  the  helpless,  and  of  keeping  clean  those  who  have  no 
control  over  their  bladder  and  bowels.  From  my  personal 
inspection  of  some  of  these  homes  I  have  become  convinced 
that  this  work  is  being  well  done. 

In  Group  7  are  cases  brought  to  the  office  for  examination 
by  their  parents.  After  examination  has  been  made  and  the 
situation  fully  understood,  application  has  often  been  with¬ 
drawn  and  the  children  taken  home.  Feeble-mindedness  is 
often  properly  suspected  in  some  of  the  wards  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  because  of  their  strange  behavior  and  their  failure  to 
react  to  ordinary  conditions  as  children  usually  do.  An 
inquiry  into  the  characteristics  of  such  children  and  the 
application  of  such  tests  as  may  be  applied  to  determine  their 
mental  capacity  often  leads  to  definite  conclusions.  But,  on 
the  other  hand,  repeated  conferences  after  careful  observation 
may  fail  to  solve  the  riddle  until  the  tendencies  of  the  child 
have  been  more  fully  developed.
